ardville, one of the three persons who 
signed the letter sent to Governor Stone, 
protesting agatnst the troops escorting 
non-union ^men to and from work during 
the strike/ was next called and was ex- 
amined by James H. Torrey af the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company. The letter, 
he said, was drawn up as the result of 
a mass meeting called by business /men. 
He stated that the people of the com- 
munity were afraid that if the soldiers 
continued to eocort non-union men there 
would be bloodshed. He admitted that 
the non-union men needed protection.

St. Louis arrived at Tier pier toflay after 
an extremely slow trip, due to leaky boil- 
ers. ., Her time £rom. Cherbourg v to the 
lightship was thirteen days, flve hours 
and twenty minutes, six days, 
fifteen 


hours and twenty-five minutes behind the 
ship's best record. There was no acci- 
dent of any kind at any time, and al- 
though heavy -weather -was encountered, 
practically' all of'the delay was caused 
by Inability to gst up good steam In Hie 
defective boilers. 


INDIGNANT PA39ENQKRS. 


The passengers became very Indignant 


when they learned of the poor progress 
the vessel was making and an Indignation 
meeting was .held, at whloh the line was 
severely censured for permitting passen- 
gers to embark on a steamer In the condi- 
tion the St. Louis showed. A statement 
was drawn up and given to the public 
on arrival here today by a committee 
chosen to set forth the grievances of 
those on board. After she was sighted off 
Nantucket last night, the St. Louis made 
good time to New York and reached her 
pier some hours ahead of "the time set 
last night. A large crowd gathered at 
the American Line pier and cheered as 
the ship came In with her load of human 
beings, for whose safety grave fears had 
b^en felt for several days. 


• WEEPJNQ FOR 
JOY. 


Th« tugs having gathered around the 


St. Louis, she was slowly brought to the 
dock, and when she came within speak- 
ing distance, the exciterment on the pier 
grew. It did not take long for the first 
and second cabin passengers to oross the 
gang planks once the lines were fast, and 
as they got beyond the roped enclosure 
they were gathered to the arms of their 
waiting relatives. Each little group pro- 
vided a scene, the -women in moat cases 
weeping for joy. "While this was going on 
on the upper deck of the pier where the 
first and second cabin passengers landed, 
similar scenes were being enacted 
be- 


tween the steerage passengers on the 
lower deck of the dock, but In this case 
th'e passengers had again to part from 
their friends to go to Ellis Island for ex- 
amination by the immigration officers.

BOILERS W E R E LEAKING.

Sandy Hook lightship at 8 o'clock this 
morning. She had been delayed the 
greater part of the week by leaking 
boilers, but there had been no further 
trouble and no accidents and ehe had 
declined assistance from at least one 
passing steamer. 


The Hamburg-American steamship 


Pennsylvania, from Hamburg-, which 
arrived In this port this morning, re- 
ported that on January 15th In latitude 
45.35, longitude 49.20, she fell In.with 
the St. Louis, proceeding very slowly. 
The Pennsylvania steamer went to her 
and asked the difficulty. 
The officers 


of the St. Louis replied that her boll- 
era were leaking and sent 
a 
boat 


alongside the Pennsylvania, In charge 
of the first officers, with letters from 
the passengers. 
The first officer re- 


ported that the St. Louis' boilers were 
leaking so badly that the ship could 
only stearn flve knots per hour in fine 
weather. 
They ha* on board eight 


days' provisions and water and all 
were In good health. The steamer re- 
quired no assistance. 


The St. Louis made slow progress 


coming Into port. Although she was 
sighted off Fire Island at 6 o'clock. It 
was not until 9 o'clock tha.t she passed 
Sandy Hook. She reached the quar- 
antine station at Sandy Hook display- 
ing signal flags for the word 
"Wel- 


come" aa the overdue steamship came 
In and the St. Louis replied, "Thank 
you." 
No other signals were display- 


ed by the ship aa she passed Sandy 
Hook. A large crowd gathered at the 
American line pier to welcome the de- 
layed passengers. 


IN STORMY WEATHER. 


The St. Louis left Cherbourg Jan- 


uary 4th, at 1: 06 a. m., and arrived at 
Sandy Hook lightship at 6:34 
tljis 


morning, making the passage in 13 
days, 5 hours and 20 minutes, an aver- 
age speed of 9.74 knots. 


The first three days the St. Louis 


made fairly good speed, for her abil- 
ity. In the prevailing' weather, which 
was rough and squally, with high cross 
seas.

continued to do so until yesterday.

BAD EXPLOSION ON THE 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


SAN JUAN, P. K., Jan. 17.—The very 


latest la that flve men were killed and 
four others were wounded, two of them 
probably fatally, by the explosion of a 
powder charge of an eight-Inch gun on 
board the United State* battleship Massa- 
chusetts yesterday morning, while, at tar- 
gst practice of Culobra Inland. 


Details of the explosion were ob'talned 


when the Massachusetts arrived here to- 
day. 


Tho explosion occurred on the starboard 


after 
elg-ht-tnch turret shortly before 


noon yesterday and was due to the acci- 
dental discharge of a percussion primer 
while the breech of the gun was open. 


The lull charge exploded In the turret 


and killed or Injured all the crew of the 
gun, numbering nine man. Ensign Ward 
K. Wortman, who was In charge of the 
turret, escaped Injury,, though he was 
standing near the scene of the explosion. 


Magnificent discipline was immediately 


shown by the officers and crew of the 
battleship. 
Captain Barry Dee, com- 


manding the marine guard of the vessel, 
and 'Ensign Clarence Abele Immediately 
flooded the turret with water, and Lieu- 
tenant .Charles F. Hughes and Gunner 
Kuhlweln went below to the magazine, 
picking up powder charges and prevented 
further explosions, Awhile Lieutenant Wil- 
liam C. Cole'and Gun Captain Soneman 
entered the turret and withdrew the 
charge from the other gun, whose breech 
was open. The survivors of the gun's 
crew, when rescued, were burned, muti- 
lated and nearly dead. 


One man, whose clothing was on fire, 


jumped overboard. 


In less than a. minute after the explos- 


ion three stream* of -water war* pouring 


• Into the turret, preventing the charge In 
the other eight-Inch gun from exploding-. 
| The text of Admiral Hlgglnson's dla- 
patch Is as follows:

der charge exploded accidentally In eight- 
inch turret on Massachusetts. Causa boing 
investigated by board.

The St. Louis encountered unusually 
stormy weather throughout the trip. 
On January llth and. 12th, It blew a 
pale from west-northwest to northwest, 
accompanied by violent squalls and 
snow storms. On these two days, the 
ship logged only 125 and 160 knots. On 
January 10th, when the saloon passen- 
gers learned of the exact condition of 
the steamer's boilers and engines, they 
held an Indignation meeting In 
the 


smoking room and adopted resolutions 
censuring the International Navigation 
Company tor sending the St. Louis to 
sea In her dangerous condition. 


A 
copy of these resolutions 
was 


handed to Captain Passow, demanding 
that the ship's course be headed for 
Halifax or that 
her 
passengers be 


transferred to some passing- westbound 
steamer, if feasible. 
A copy 
of the 


resolutions also -was ordered, to be sent 
to the Associated Press. 


ROAST FOR COMPANY. 


The resolution follows: 
"Steamship St. Louis, At Sea, Jan. 12, 


1903, 
To the Passengers of the Steam- 


ship St. Louis: 


"The 
undersigned 
committre unani- 


mously elected by the saloon passengers 
at an indignation mass meeting held Jan- 
uary 10, 1903, begs leave to report: 


"First—That there la satisfactory evi- 


dence that the steamship .St. Louis en- 
tered Southampton harbor January 2 last, 
after an easterly voyage of more than 
nine days In a smooth sea. In a crippled 
condition, and that she waa sent to eea 
on the following day, leaving but little 
or no time for necessary overhauling and 
needed repairs. 


"Second — That your 'committee has 


been credibly Informed that this condi- 
tion was known to the management of 
the company before embarking passeng- 
ers. 


"Third—That no accident, 
so tfar as 


your committee are aware, has occurred 
since leaving Southampton to impair the 
speed of this ship. 
The delay has been 


only such as might have been reasonably 
expected from the crippled condition of 
her boilers. Providence, indeed, has been 
exceedingly kind to us, and we are truly 
grateful that through her tender mercies 
wo have thus tar been spared a calami :y 
too horrible to contemplate. 


"Fourth—"We cannot too severely con- 


demn the recklessness of a management 
that would send such a crippled vessel, 
loaded with human freight, 
to contend 


with the storms and perils of an Atlantic 
winter. 
We believe that our lives have 


been put in Jeopardy and certainly our 
loved ones at home are being made to 
suffer great mental anguish, not to men- 
tion the severe financial losses many of 
us have Incurred and are now Incurring. 


"Fifth—That on ths evening of January 


ID, 1903,- the following petition was pre- 
sented to Captain F. M. Passow. com- 
manding the steamship St. Louis: 


" 'The undersigned passengers of the 


steamship St. Loul». bound for New 
York, hereby reduest that In view of the 
crippled condition of this ship and the 
consequent uncertainty of the date of her 
reaching that port, you hail some fast 
west-bound steamer for the purpose of 
transferring us thereto, or that the boat 
be put Into Halifax, if feasible.

aald George W. Heed, president of the i 
Board. 
"The directors used no trust' 


funds that they had no authority to 
use. 
In no respect did they exceed 


their authority, nor is any act o£ the 
Legislature required to legalize any of 
their acts in regard to the erection of 
the hospital or the use of trust funds 
for that purpose. 


"In the first place, the Board acted 


In the matter with the full knowledge 
and approval of Governor Gage, who 
personally visited the Institute and in- 
quired Into the details of Its manage- 
ment. 
His visit was while smallpox 


was epidemic at the Institute, which 
had been placed under quarantine by 
the town authorities of Berkeley. 
It 


was necessary for the safety o£ the 
pupils that a .segregated hospital be 
built where children afflicted with con- 
tagious diseases could be separated and 
treated without infecting the other in- 
mates of the Institute. 
The Legisla- 


ture had provided no funds to meet 
such a contingency, so the directors 
were compelled to apply the only rem- 
edy at their 'disposal. 
There was in 


their hands a fund known as the 'Dur- 
ham Trust Fund,' amounting to about 
$50,000. This money was left unreser- 
vedly to the Institute 'to be used In any 
manner to promote Its welfare,' by 
Robert Durham of Butte county, who 
died In 1871. After considerable liti- 
gation the bequest finally came into 
the possession of the directors in 1S77. 
and has since been kept intact. 
It 


originally amounted to between twen- 
ty-three and 
twenty-four thousand 


dollars, but the interest has increased 
,lt to about fifty thousand dollars. 


"The Board decided to defray the 


cost of erecting the required hospital 
out of the Durham fund, trusting the 
Legislature to make the trust fund 
'•whole. It is estimated that the cost 
•will be about $15,000. P.ut there is no 
law requiring the fund to be kept In- 
tact nor any provision to that effect at- 
tached to the bequest. 


"It was within the legal authority of 


the directors to use every cent of this 
fund in case of necessity, but the pres- 
ent Board deemed it wise to follow the 
precedent 
established 
by preceding 


Boards, of preserving the fund In its 
•ntirety Tor some special use. It stands 
to reason, however, that the Interest 
at least must be used some time. It 
1* absurd to assxime that the fund must 
perpetually go on accumulating and 
unused, for such an assumption would 
Imply that the fund would never be of 
any use to the Institute or anybody 
else. 


"The directors simply expended a 


part of the fund for a proper and nec- 
••sary purpose to meet an emergency, 
arid in doing so acted entirely within 
their legal authority, and also In ac-

Last year nearly three quarWs of a 


million immigrants came to the United 
States, and less than 100,0-00 of them 
came from Germany and the British 
Isles. 
The great body of these for- 


eigners came from Italy, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Russia. During the ten years 
ending June 30, 1002. the 
number of 


immigrants .arriving 
in 
the 
United 


States, exclusive of those coming from 
Canada, was 4?1G3,!)26. 
Of these Italy 


contributed 711,744 and Austria.704,27-9, 
a total of 1,416,023, or a little more 
than cue-third. 
.Earn ypar the pro- 


portion of Latin and Slavonian immi- 
grants increases. 
Formerly Teutons 


and Celts cohntituted the bulk of our 
iinnilgration. Tho im'.nigrant.s mostly 
came from England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Germany and the Scandinavian penin- 
sula. 
New they are mainly Italians, 


Poles, 
Hungarians, 
Slovaks, Bulga- 


rians, Slavonians and Russians proper. 
Of these probably the most desirable 
ore the Slavonians from the Adriatic 
provinces of Austria. They are sober 
and industrious and generally make 
good citixens. The Cohci^fans tire the 
next best class coining from the non- 
Germanic portion of the Austrian em- 
pire.

Why can't we do it 
against tbe submersed tenth of Eu- 
rope? 
The American people cannot 


afford to sit still and .-'.How thoir.Relve.s 
to be swamped by the h u m a n refuse 
that Kurope is vomiting ou our shores 


preclude the suspicion of fraud. Sen- 
ator Knowland's bill provides for open 
competition and thorough tests, and for 
this reason seems to be the best meas- 
ure yet suggested. It is a copy of the 
New Jersey law, and embodies the 
principal provisions of the acts recent- 
ly passed in Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts and Wisconsin. 


Several bills have been introduced in 


the Legislature 
interfering 
with the 


tenure of office of various function- 
aries^ apparently for the sole purpose 
of putting certain persons out and al- 
lowing others to step into coveted po.- 
sl tions. Such measures are opposed to 
public policy, for they establish a pree- 
,edent for ripping up the public, serv- 
ice with every change In the political 
-complexion of the Legislature. We are 
glad to learn that Governor Pardee has 
no hanrljn the business.

WASHINGTON'S ORATORV 


Booker Washington is certainly a re- 


markable manf He says himself that 
his mother was a slave and a field la- 
borer at that, which means, I suppose, 
that she was not as high in develop- 
ment as those negro women who were 
trained as house servants and came in 
contact with the refinements of the 
home in which they served. His fath- 
er is said to have been, though this is 
merely hearsay, the white owner of a 
neighboring 
plantation. 
The 
child 


seems to have inherited the physical 
conformation of his mother's race, but 
in brain he is worthy to match with the 
most "superior" brand of white man. 
In appearance he Is stocky, broid, with 
tremendously powerful shoulders and 
unusually small hands. His feet, how- 
ever, are immense—as big as those of 
the negro minstrel "coon." He wears 
evening dress always in addressing an 
audience. 


I heard him several times and he 


does not Impress me now as a •great 
extemporaneous orator. The first time 
that you hear him is' the most Im- 
pressive. He has really only one set 
speech which he repeats whenever he 
Is addressing an audience. It seems a 
mistake even In a State as large as 
California, for there are always people 
at one lecture who have heard the 
other, and even stories as clever as 
Booker Washington's 
pall when you 


hear them three or four times. And 
Just here comes In one of Washing- 
ton's clevernesses. His stories are ex- 
ceedingly pat^ind exceedingly clever, 
and they usually have excellent point. 


Take for/Instance his story about the 


pig which he told at the Unltarlaji 
Club the other night. An old darkey, 
he said, had a pig which he sold to a 
white man for three dollars. 
About 


an hour afterward the pig got out of 
Its new quarters and 
came home, 


whereupon another white man came 
along and to him Zeke re-sold the pig 
for three dollars.

variable reply Is that of Uncle Zeke:

fillment of his own prophecies and the 
possibility of Individual 
Immortality 


demonstrated.

G. W. Fisher, the well known mer- 


chant, has the following to say about 
the proposed street railroad out Web- 
ster street: 
\ 


"My only Interest in the proposed 


road Is that I own property on Webster 
street and look to this to Increase the 
value of it. 


"Of course I favor the road as an 


Improvement. 


"I would oppose a steam railway on 


these streets. 


"It seems to me that this proposed 


street railroad Is what has long been 
needed to build up that end of the city. 
There Is a large section east of Broad- 
way that Is excluded and not easy of 
access because there has been no car 
lines In that part of the city. 


"I do not know who is behind 
the 


proposition and do not care as long as 
they are ^reliable and mean business, 
for I regard it as a significant move- 
ment for the' betterment of that sec- 
tion. 
An example has been given in 


the west sfde which has built up,sim- 
ply because of the railroad facilities, 
while the east side remains unattrac- 
tlce, undesirable and has no buyers. 


"People have a horror of a railroad 


on account of the noise. However, I 
have lived here In my present home for 
four years, situa-ted just over three 
lines and yet I 'dp not know of the go- 
ing- or coming of a single car. 
I feel 


that a road over the proposed route in- 
stead of being a source of flnnoyance 
will increase values GO per cent. 


"There Is another proposition, and 


that Is that this new road may lead to 
the abolishing ot the Southern Pacific's 
steam road and a substitution of a 
more sightly system, or at least, a 
combination with that system which 
will be to the advantage of all con- 
cerned. 


"The suggestion to run the road up 


Harrison instead of Webster street, 
meets with my approval except that 
Webster street seems to furnish the 
best and most direct route. My own 
property is on Webster in the blocks 
affected. 
I have never seen anything 


in the way of a railroad that was not 
likewise in the way of an improvement, 
and I hope the property owners along 
the route will not be BO short-sighted 
as to place any obstacle In the way of 
such a valuable addition to their por- 
tion of the city. At the present time 
there Is no demand for property in 
that vicinity, and one thing is certain, 
the car line cannot 
make 
matters 


worse. It is the car service that has 
built up western Oakland and 
the 


sama thing will build up any other 
portion of it. 


'Oakland is a growing city and I 


hope to see some of the people who 
have been opposing lmpro%'ements get 
behind these enterprises and keep the 
city growing, and I repeat that my 
only interest in this project is that I 
approve of improvements and that I 
think this will double the value of the 
property I already own. 
I know of 


two cases where the objection has al- 
ready been withdrawn and hope It will 
be in every case."

$10,000; thirty-first to forteith class, 
$5,000; forty-first to forty-ninth class, 
$1,000. 


According to the above the searchers 


in Alameda county would be forced to 
furnish bonds to the amount of $100,- 
000, for the reason that this county is 
classed among those of the third class.

side of the Stoeher and Holland Ab- 
stract Company can put up the neces- 
sary bond as would be required were 
the bill .to become a law, and thus they 
claim that that firm would have the 
exclusive right to the county records.

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LONDON HOUSE JUMPERS. 


They Take -Posaesaion 
and Hold the 


Premisea Against All Comer*. 


As a property agent In London, let 


me.eay that the public can never form 
any conception of the number of emp- 
ty house "Jumpers" who exist in the 
metropolis and who, seeing a house 
empty and apparently neglected, bold- 
ly break in and take possession, and 
continue to hold the premises against 
all comers, even when they are dis- 
covered. 


The jumper 
usually 
chooses 
his 


house with great deliberation. As an 
Instance, there is In South London, a 
gentleman, a property owner, who will 
keep his houses empty for years rather 
than let them at anything below the 
rent he has himself set. The jumper 
sees such a house as one ot those re- 
ferred to, and he notes that It Is sel- 
dom visited byr any one. He is soon 
Inside, and then no one thinks of dis- 
possessing him, till the owner hap- 
pens to come around. Even then a le- 
gal process has to be gone through. 
I could give 
you 
an Instance 
at 


Brlxton where the jumper never even 
heard ot an Inquiry for two years. In 
this case the house was a furnished 
one, 
and the owner, an official in In- 


dia, was absent 
At the same time, 


too. the Jumper was filling the house 
V:th lodgers, and doing very well out 
of the affair; three months were ex- 
pended in legal processes before repos- 
session was! obtained. 


Often enough, strange 
to 
say, the 


jumper is a woman, of the otherwise 
quite respectable and "lone, lorn fe- 
male" kind. In such places near Lon- 
don as Brighton 
there 
are a great 


many houses that are only occasion- 
ally occupied, and these the jumpers 
select. I know cases where jumpers 
have squatted and never paid rent for 
years. 


The most dangerous class of Jujnper 


is one similar to those who were con- 
victed not long ago. 
In this case the 


Jumper had taken possession of the 
houses—places neglected and belong- 
ing to the absentee owners—and had 
boldly sold every scrap of the building 
material, and no one had ever thought 
of questioning his right, 
though the 


houses demolished were in a well fre- 
quented street 
and 
every stick and 


stone was removed.

"premier" duchess of England, her hus- 
band Is not the premier duke. That rank 
Is held by the Duke ofNorfolk, who. how- 
ever, is a widower. The house of Somer- 
set is second 
in antiquity 
only to the 


house of Norfolk—hence 
the 
duchess' 


priority. 


Few noblement, even In England, have 


more distinguished ancestries than that of 
the Duke of Somerset. 
One of his fore- 


fathers was*,with 
the Black Prince in 


France, another accompanied Henry VIII 
at the Field of the Cloth 
of God, still 


another was protector of the realm, before 
Edward VI. Jane Seymour, one of the 
wives of Henry VIII, was a sister of the 
first Duke of Somerset. The duke's son 
married Lady Jane Gray. 
The second 


duke was exiled from England for ventur- 


ing to aspire to the hand of James I's 
cousin. 


The present Duke and Duchess of Som- 


erset .are to celebrate their silver wed- 
ding this year—they were married in 18TT. 
Probably the festivities will take place at 
the duke's country home. "Maiden Brad- 
ley," to which both he and. the duchess 
are devoted, and not at their town house 
In Grosvenor square.

PRIVATE COOKING CLASSES IN NEW 


YORK. 


There are cooking schools In different 


parts of the city* and in Brooklyn th^rs 
Is a college of cookery. 
Classes In cul- 


inary art are conducted by the Pratt in- 
stitute, the Educational alliance and oth- 
er philanthropies; yet these aro insuffi- 
cient for Instruction, in the oldest of the 
household economies. As a result there 
are now any number of teachers who hold 
private classes the year through. 


"I believe," said one of them, "that it 


Is a fad or fashion rather than a perma- 
nent want on the part of the community. 
It began five years ago with a few ap- 
plications from fashionable young women, 
both single and married. They desired 
instruction in the use of the chafing dish 
and In the preparation of such dainties 
as lobster a. la Newburg, stewed terrapin. 


chicken a la casserole, and club (and- 
wlches. 
The demand increased, as did 


the humber of subjects upon' which In- 
struction was desired. This growth has 
been continuous. 
At the present time 


there are at Seast eighty teachers who 
find steady employment in this kind of 
work. 
Over ftfty belong to one society 


alone. Our pupils vary greatly. 
Some 


of them are morbidly sensitive and make 
themselves into classes of one. 


"They do not wish anyone t* know that 


they are studying cooking, and in two 
cases I go to their homes the sume as if 
I were a visitor and not a teacher. Why 
they are thus sensitive I cannot say. The 
common practfce is for a small group of' 
friends to form a class. This gives a, 
social and personal element to the affair, 
which would otherwise be purely educa- 
tional. A third class IE of students pure 
and simple. 
About one-half are married 


women, who desire to 
Increase their 


household 
knowledge and 
accomplish- 


ments. 
Others are enterprising domes- 


tics, who know some cookery, but desire 
to become expert professionals. Students 
of this type make rapid progress, and 
when they have finished a course usually 
command much .higher wages than before. 
The instruction varies as much as the 
students. There is little demand for tui- 
tion In breadmaking. This la due not to 


any intrinsic unpopularity of home made 
bread, but to Mio remarkable Improvement 
In bakers' bread and the large develop- 
ment of French and Vienna bakerlea."

life which she loves so well, would be 
more agreeable. But duty firat muat ever 
be the royal watchwori. It la not eaay to 
be always bowing and nnlllng and Bay- 
Ing the gracious thing, even though the 
body may feel weary and the head ache, 
and I think It must be In justice admit- 
ted that the Queen and all the princes*-i 
show a fortitude Jn thi* matter which few 
women would care to emulate.

of noble birth. 


The tickets are only sold to men, and

lady or forego the money. 
If 
married 


already

may, however, put any 


friend to whom he wishes to do a good 


turn in the position of prize winner. 


It may happen that tho winner of the 


lottery is willing to marry the lady, but 
he does not meet with her approval. 
In 


that case they are permitted to remain 
in single blessedness and to divide 
the 


money. 


It is not difficult to imagine that even 


in Russia, where old maids are generally 
looked down upon, the chosen bride may 
often decide that the sum of $1,125 is a 
more desirable possession than a lord 
and master of whom she knows nothing.

ket as follows: 
A man carefully exam- 


ines the flock and picks out those birds 
whose 
feathers 
are ripening, groups 


thorn into dozens and pens them In so 
that they cannot run about and injure 
their 
beautiful plumage.

plucking time comes, each bird is enticed 
into a narrow, dark passageway. 
The 


entrances are then closed a.nd tho 
bird 


thus imprisoned. A cloth bag is thrown 
over 
the crea.ture's head. 
Thon 
the 


plucking 
begins. 
Three men, perched 


upon platform.4 outside of the pen, reach 
over the board Inclosure, and with var- 
ious scissor-like appliances pluck off the 
feathers. 
Whatever wounds a bird may 


receive 
are Immediately dressed. 
The 


tail feathers are pulled and not cut, sim- 


ply because they reproduce better 
than 


other feathers of. the ostrieh. While the 
plucking is in progress the ostrich keeps 
up a dismal roaring. Were it not for the 
stanch construction of the pen the crea- 
tures would kick the boards into splint- 
ers.

turn Into a dish .to cool. The skins, cooked 
in this way, will be soft and tender, the 
berries nearly whole and the juice clear 
and almost a Jelly. 


JELLIED APPLES. 


Jellied apples are a simple conserve that 


both young and old wH* appreciate. Peel 
and core large, sound apples and fill the 
spaces left by the cores with preserved 
ginger or currant jelly. Put the applies 
In a baking pan, sprinkle 
theni 
with 


lemon juice and then with confectioner1* 
sugar, p.ut a little water in the pan (only 
epough to keep them from burning) and 
bake until they are candied, but not soft 
enough to lose their shape.. 


BAKED CELERY. 


In. the winter when the choice of fresh 


vegetables is more or less limited, baked 
celery Is very nice. Cut up the celery as 
for salad, and stew in salted •water for 
ten minutes. Drain off the water, add a 
pint of milk, a roux of flour, and butter 
to thicken It, pepper and salt, and sim- 
mer for a-few minutes. Butter a shallow 
dish and strew the 
bottom with 
fine 


bread crumbs. Beat one egg and pour 
into the celery and put into the baking 
dish. Strew bread crumbs over the top 


and bake for twenty minute*.

In the construction of the new line 


It was necessary to cut through rock 
for a distance of three thousand feet, 
making a cut that 
t-verages 
about 


twenty feet In depth. 
West of Promotory Point there Is to 


be constructed twelve miles of trestle. 
In conjunction with this work the stern 
wheeler "Promontory" Is used to tow 
piles. This steamer was built at the 
West Oakland ship yards and sent up 
In sections to the scene of the work. 
Superintendent of Floating Equipment 
McKenzle has Just received word that 
the vessel is doing more than 
was 
guaranteed of her and that she has es- 
tablished a new record for speed. 


Another feature of the new road Is 
tha fcct that in a distance of fifty 
miles there are but four slight curves 
and these not to exceed two degrees. 


An electric light plant has been set 
up so that the gangs can work at night 
and also that the steam shovels may 
b» worked by that power. 


The construction of the Ogden-Lucln 


cut-off is one of the greatest under- 
taking ever attempted by the Southern 
Pacific Company, and when, 
finished 


will be one of the most novel stretch 
of track in the world.

IMPROVEMENTS TO BE MADE 


ON THE FERRY OAKLAND. 


' Some very important Improvements 
are soon to be made on the ferry Oak- 
land. In the first place 
her stair- 


ways will be changed so that they will 
be amidships—just like those of the 
Berkeley. At present the stairways run 
to the upper deck on either side. 


The seating capacity of the Oakland 


will be enlarged so that she will 'seat 
one thousand five hundred passengers.

TO ALAMEDA FERRY DEPOT, 


It will be many months yet before 


the residents In Alameda are provided 
with a new depot at the Alameda nar- 
row gauge mole, for the Southern Pa- 
cific Company have decided to erect 
another story on the present tempor- 
ary depot at the mole and further will 
construct an apron so that the pas- 
sengers can be landed from the upper 
deok. 


At the present time the passengers 


are compelled to get on and off by

tiaullngf-up cars of cop 1 on the incline 
to the' coal bunkers at the yards, but 
of late no trips are being made tip the 
Incline and the rails are becoming 
rusted from disuse. 


The absence of activities at the coal 


bunkers Is causing considerable com- 
ment among the men who for, years 
have been used to see coal being; re- 
ceived at the yards almost every day. 
Perhaps no better example can be 


found to show the rapidity with which 
oil Is'taking the place of coal than a 
visit to the deserted coal yards and 
then a visit to the two huge oil tanks 
where about forty thousand gallons of 
oil is fed to locomotives and boats ev- 
ery day.

many on the advance made in that 
country 
during

past eighteen 


months I n utilizing the alcohol motor 
is of more than ordinary interest. 


Owing largely to the personal in- 


terest of the emperor In the applica- 
tion of alcohol to industrial purposes 
great progress has been' made in build- 
ing motors adapted to alcohol as a 
fuel. 
Among" the advantages claimed 


for .the new fuel are that there is no 
smoke or smell, there is only a few 
minutes' time required for filling, oil- 
ing and starting the new motors, and 
the weight of the latter is only about 
half that of steam engines of equal 
power. As alcohol is made from pota- 
toes, molasses, the residue of beet su- 
gar manufactures and from" other veg- 
etable products, there ca.n be no ques- 
tion of a failure or supply so long as 
vegetation flourishes. 


This fact may be said to answer the 


historic question as to what the world 
will do when its present coal supplies 
are exhausted. By means of alcohol, 
oil and electricity it seems to be tol- 
erably certain that the inhabitants of 
the globe can get along comfortably 
as respects heat long after the last 
ton of coal has been taken from the 
mines. 


At present the alcohol motor com- 


petes successfully only 
with 
steam 


motors of less than twenty-horse pow- 
er, and is 
used 
chiefly 
in running 


pumps, saws, flour milts, etc. There 
seems to be no reason, however, why 
its use should not be greatly extended 
and thus another fuel added to the list 
to decrease man's 
dependence upon 


upon the coal barons 
and

who understands her. The author proceeds 
to work out his psychological points with 
ease and freedom, iu a happy consciousness 
that his Dorothea's gown is beyond criti- 
cism.

Just a hint about table-decorations. There 


Is a golden rule which never falls: Do not 
overload the table, either with appointments 
or food. 
Use your daiutiest china, your 


handsomest glass and brightest silver. The 
most commonplace dish Is palatable if nicely 
served. 


If your dining table is handsome, never 


use a cloth for luncheon, but add richness 
to the polished wood by 'a lace or embroid- 
ered linen centerpiece and lace or linen 
place Oolites. The little fringed tea napkins 
are often used for this purpose. A bowl of 
flowers, a fernery or a nicely arranged plate 
of fruit may be used as a centerpiece. 


There is one thing in ,favor of a cloth—It 


is much better adapted to decoration than a 
bare table. A few strings of smilas will go 
a long way toward transforming a plain 
white cloth Into a thing of beauty. 
The

The roses, tied with 
the ribbon, made the centerpiece, and bands 
of satin were placed across the table, ending 
in bows, with ends falling to the floor. As 
it was au elaborate luncheon, she selected 
for souvenirs corsage and hair ornaments of 
pink satin ribbon, in rose design.

When it has scalded 
thicken with flour until it is like thick 
cream, then pour ft slowly into the tomato, 
stirring constantly. 
Never allow this soup 


to boil after, the mill; has been added. 


Macedolne Salad.— select only the light 


green leaves ot lettuce and soak in ice- 
water a short time- before lining tbe salad 
bowl. After they are nicely arranged about 
the side empty oue jur of French, mace,- 
doines Into the bowl nnd cover over with n. 
mayonnaise made as follows: Mis together 
one-half teaspoonful of dry mustard, the 
sjime quantity of salt and sugar, a pinch of 
cayenne pepper and a sprinkling of celery 
salt. 
Add the yolk .of onu egg and rub to- 


gether. Add the oltve oil drop by drop, at 
first stirring constantly. After the first few 
spoonfuls the oil may bo added more rapid- 
ly, and ns the mayonnaise become thicker 
thin with lemon juice. The yolk of one egg 
wl!I take one cupful of oil. 


Fried Oysters.—In the first place purchase 


regular frying oysters and in the next place 
never, If j-ou value flavors, adopt the much 
used habit of frying them In deep.lard. Dip 
the oysters la cff£ and then in cracker dust, 


! repeating tlu- u PL-nit inn if a rhu-U criiat is di-- 


sircd. 
Have the frying can hot and put in 


butter enough to more ti;au cover the bot- 
tom. 
When the butter smokes lay in the 


oysters and suit and pepper them. Fry mod- 
erately fast nnd when the under side is 
brown mid crisp turn nnd season aRiilu. Do 
not be afraid of spoiling them with butter; 
keep the'pau well supplied. Have u plalter 
hot s.nd lined with watercross about the 
pdges and pile the oysters Into a pyramid. 


Scalloped Potatoes.—Slice potatoes as for 


frying and put fi layer in a bakingdlsh, then 
add n. layer of bread crumbs, with snlt, pep- 
per nnd bits of butter. Fill tn'p dish in this 
way and nearly cover with milk. Bake one 
hour. As a baking dish is no ornament to a 
table, put It on n plate and arrange paper 
napkins around It prettily. 


Banana Pudding.—Line a pudding dish 


with fresh lady fingers. Slice four or five 
banana? and put in the dish, alternating 
with split lady fingers. Over onch sprinkle 
powdered sugar. Make a custard of one pint 
of m:!k, yol!cs of three eggs and a f/iMespoon- 
ful of cornstarch. Flavor with vanilla. Pour 
the custard over the bananas In the dish. 
Mafcn a meringue of the white of the oggs 
and brown. 
Stand In a cold"place for sev- 


eral hours. This will serve six persons.
